Highly Technical Machine. The high-pressure components for our machines have 
come directly from the oil fields. The machine produces over 6000 psi (pounds per 
square inch) and pumps up to 200 GPM (gallons per minute), creating an extremely 
high pressure in the well, The extreme high pressure opens blocked water veins, 
producing a higher output well.

Brothers hospitalized 
in boating accident

They also learned some do's 
and don'ts for avoiding bugs, 
and searched for local flora 
and fauna. 

During a Predator-Prey Popu- 
lation simulation, students came 
to understand that populations 
are dynamic entities; changing 
as a result of biotic and abiotic 
factors. The entire group par- 
ticipated together in a large-scale 
game of Survival in which stu- 
dents took on a niche of an or- 
ganism other than human (some 
students were Herbivores, oth- 
ers Omnivores or Carnivores).

10,000 sailors as its contribution 
to the massive armada of 7,000 
Allied vessels which put to sea on 
D-Day. Battling choppy waters 
and rain, they kept the German 
fleet bottled up in its ports. Ca- 


_ nadian minesweepers assisted in 


the tricky but crucial job of clear- 

ing a safe path across the English 

Channel for the invasion fleet. 

‘The guns of Canadian destroy- 

ers like HMCS Algonquin and 
HMCS Sioux silenced enemy 
shore batteries and continued 
to fire in support of ground at- 

tacks in the days to come. The 
armed merchant cruisers HMCS 
Prince Henry and Prince David 
carried Canadian troops and the 
landing craft in which they made 
their run to the beaches; they 
later returned to England with 
Canadian wounded. RCN flotil- 
las of landing craft transported 
infantry and tanks to shore and 
provided additional fire support 
for them.” 

“While it was still dark in the 
early hours of June 6, Allied para- 
troopers, including 450 Canadians, 
jumped from aircraft or landed in

captured a German headquar- 
ters, destroyed a key bridge, and 
seized an important crossroads, 
all the while sowing confusion 
and disorder within enemy ranks.

The proposed legiation increases maxioxsm sentences froan st 
to 18 months in jail and broadens the definition of child porn to in- 
dude published stories and audio recordings. It would also prohibit 
child porn advertising. 

While the abuser could get a maximum sentence from 6 to 18 
months in jail, the little girl, (or boy) who is abused will be strug- 
gling with guilt; shame, impacted by fear, confusion, and over- 
whelming stress. 

90% of teenagers who are prostitutes are survivors of sexual vio- 
lence such as incest and sexual assault. 

The law and proposed legislation, in my opinion, do not come near 
fitting the crime. How can a parent's worst fear and a child's worst 
nightmare be'so slighted? How much counselling and digging into 

the perpetrator’s past can be done in less than a year’s time? 

People need to pressure their MPs for stiffer laws to prove to our 
children who have been sexually molested, abused and assaulted 
that: it was not her/his fault in any way; and that we will not accept 
a slap on the wrist to offenders.

A Tiger walks the walk 
for the Bunny Park 


The municipality of Centre Hast- 
ings embarked on a skateboard 
park project about 18 months 
ago. In the middle of fundrais- 
ing for this park, along came an 
11 year old boy who wanted to 
contribute what he could to help 
build this park. 

From his efforts and his spe- 
cial needs came the vision of 
creating a bunny park for the 
physically challenged and for 
the little children of the com- 
munity. 

Jordan was born with Pierre 
Robin Syndrome, with a cleft 
palate.

have hearing, sight, and speech 
impairments.

which requires ongoing phys- 
iotherapy. This also causes Jor- 
dan to have difficulty with his 
balance. For this reason, Jordan 
will never be able to ride a bi- 
cycle or use a skateboard. Jor- 
dan will eventually require an 
artificial hip when he reaches 
adulthood. 

Regardless of his medical is- 
sues; Jordan is a very deter- 
mined individual! Last year he 
walked ten miles to raise money 
for the skatepark. It took Jordan 
5 days over a two-week period 


to complete his walk because 
of the challenges he faces walk- 
ing.

Health Canada allows drug companies to withhold disclosure of the 
processes and substances used in the manufacturing process of vaccines, 
the information deemed “propriety”: 

In 2001, Reuters reported the FDA approval of the use of tumour cells 
as vaccine growth media. Researchers and physicians raised concems that 
the use of bovine (cow) substrate in the manufacture of some common 
childhood vaccines might lead to a future rise of variant Creutzfeldt-Jacob 
disease because the vaccines were cultured in cow serum not tested for BSE 
(bovine spongiform encephalopathy), or mad-cow disease. 

Thimerosal is an ethylmercury derivative used as a preservative in many 
vaccines. Fli-Lilly won approval to use thitnerosal as a preservative based on 
a single, flawed 1930 safety study conducted on 22 patients suffering from 
fatal cases of meningococcal meningitis. 

Potential adverse reactions for all vaccines is long, and a September 2004 
study by researchers from the Harvard School of Public Health has even raised 
the spectre of a link between hepatitis B vaccine and multiple sclerosis.

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Water safety standards extended 


TORONTO--- A new regula- 
tion to ensure drinking water 
safety at businesses and facilities 
that serve the public is now in 
effect, says Environment Min- 
ister Leona Dombrowsky. 

“For the first time all facilities 
that serve water to the public will 
be regulated and required to test 
their water,’ said the Minister. 
“We are ensuring that people 
can trust the water they drink 
wherever they travel in the prov- 
ince.” 

‘The new regulation, which ap- 
plies to systems serving non-resi- 
dential and seasonal residential 
uses, includes fundamental re- 
quirements for testing, reporting 
and corrective action to ensure 
public health is protected. 


The new provisions in On- 
tario Regulation 252/05 are the 
first step in the government's 
proposed move to make public 
health units responsible for en- 
suring facilities such as church- 
es, community halls, bed and 
breakfasts and tourist outfit- 
ters have safe drinking water. 
These provisions will regulate 
systems serving non-residential 
and seasonal residential uses. 
The government proposes to 
transfer this responsibility to 
public health units as early as 
the fall of 2006, and will invest 
in hiring and training new in- 
spectors. 

A proposed regulatory risk- 
based framework detailing the 
roles and responsibilities of the 


public health units will be re- 
leased for public consultation 
this fall. Those consultations 
will also consider the adviso- 
ry council's recommendation 
that system operators pay an 
inspection fee, and a financial 
strategy to determine the level 
of those fees. 

“We are committed to pro- 
tecting Ontarios drinking water 
in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the Walkerton In- 
quiry;’ said Dombrowsky. “We. 
consulted extensively over the 
last year with drinking water ex- 
perts and with system owners 
and operators across the prov- 
ince.

On a warm summer morn- 
ing, what better place to be in 
Canada than at a lakeside cot- 
tage? The mist lingers over the 
lake and the loons call. As you 
listen and watch the sun rise, 
you can be collecting impor- 
tant observations about loon 
survival, and be contributing 
to loon and lake conservation 
through the Canadian Lakes 
Loon Survey (CLLS).

Hydro Fracturing is the process of using water under extreme pressure to break the 
barrier that is preventing an underground water source from flowing freely into a 
well. This is not a new technology; the process has been used in oil fields for some 
95 years. The technology is new to the water-well industry. This machine fractures 
the underground rock and opens up the fissures already existing in the rock. 


Highly Technical Machine. The high-pressure components for our machines have 
come directly from the oil fields.
